To all this g enuine v ersatility must 
be addoJ ex cellent business ability . He 
was no utopian, dreaming out what 
other people oug ht to do and how they 
oug ht to do it, but a practical man of 
affairs who successfully carried into 
his daily life, as far as possible, and in­ 
to his home, the principles ho a dv o­ 
cated. 
Nor should his capacity for work be 
ov erlooked. 
Eig hteen hours out of 
ev ery twenty -four found him, as a rule, 
at his tasks. 
Willia m Morris was shown to bo a 
rema rkable man, from whatev er point 
approached: one who left a 
deep im­ 
pression for g ood on his ag e.
